SITUATION IS THREATENING.

Munich. Tuesday, April S.— With an- 


other 24 hours behind it, the Bavarian 
council government appears less able 
to impose itself upon the country and 
the general political situation has be- 
come more involved and threatening 
than ever. Not only has the support of 
the old government 
taken 
concrete 


form in north Bavaria, but the breach 
among the social democrats in south 
Bavaria has widened until tte majority 
socialists, the 
independent socialists 


and the communists 
are 
not at all 


united. 


The independent socialists of Munich 


and Nuremberg are split hopelessly. In 
the latter city they are absolutely op- 
pose to the Soviet system for the prese- 
ent. 
The former city siding with the 


proponents of that system, but laying 
down 12 conditions, including a dictator- 
ship of the proletariat, the building up 
of workmen's councils, 'the socializa- 
tion of the bureaucracy according to 
the principles of the workmen's, peas- 
ants, and soldiers councils, the intro- 
duction of general labor duty for the 
Bourgooise, 
the 
reconstruction 
of 
courts on a revolutionary basis, 
the 


reconstruction of the dwelling system, 
the separation of church and state, the 
immediate revolutionizing of the sys- 
tem of school education, the socializa- 
tion of the press and the creation of a 
red army alliance with Russia;and Hun- 
gary. They also demand proportionate 
representation of the three parties in 
the central council. 


The council has accepted these condi- 


tions so the independent socialists are 
supporting the Soviet plan but their 
leader, Dr. Levien, is still pessimistic 
and believes that the present council 
fails to represent the proletariat and 
that the basic idea of the council has 
been strangled. The majority socialists 
in south Bavaria have gone utterly to 
pieces and are wholly at outs with 
those in north Bavaria. The Bourgoise 
of both north and south Bavaria are 
working with renewed vigor to prevent 
the establishment of the present council 
system.

REVENUE AGENTS 
FACE HUGE TASK 
TO ENFORCE LAW 


Three Thousand Agents To 


Work in Zones Over 


Countrv. 


PRIVATE MANUFAGTDRE OF 


BOOZE IS BIG PROBLEM 


Commercial Traffic 
Will 


Receive Most of Atten- 


tion From Agents.

Washington, April 9.—Three thous- 


and internal revenue agents working 
in especially arranged zones throughout 
the United States will enforce prohibi- 
tion after July 1, according to plans an- 
nounced today by the revenue bureau. 
Nearly 800 inspectors will be trained 
for the work, to be added to the force 
of 2,283 revenue agents already avail- 
able for police regulations, and the ma- 
chinery for 
enforcement 
will be in 


working order before the date when ab- 
solute prohibition becomes effective. 


This force ot" special agents will be 


distributee! among the districts where 
law violation is 
threatened 
to 
the 


largest extent, find special attention will 
be paid to ciAies where revenue officials 
look for most persistent efforts to make 
whiskey illegally. In addition the rev- 
enue authorities plan to co-operate with 
local police, and to leave the 
greater 


part of the enforcement work to these 
authorities in localities where the police 
appear efficient. 
Without such a plan. 


the force oil even 3,000 federal agents 
would be insufficient to police the en- 
tire country. 


Although manufacturing of liquor for 


personal use will be equally illegal with 
the production for sale, revenue agents 
are expected to devote most of their 
time to the commercial traffic, and to 
leave the 
enforcement of the 
law 


against person 
manfacture 
to local 


police. 
, 
Internal revenue bureau agents un- 


der the direction of E. C. Keith, depu- 
ty commissioner now are working on a 
plan to divide the country into zones 
which will be independent 
in 
many- 
cases from the 64 collectors' zones' al- 
ready established. One chief inspector 
will be assigned to each zone, with as 
many assistants as the character of 
the territory indicates. necessary. 


AWftfcngh- heretofore 'fiqwi-' violations 


have been found by revenue" agents 
mainly among moonshiners of sbuth- 
ern mountains, however prohibition is 
expected to stimulate illicit distillation 
enormously in cities where the demand 
will be most constant and consequently 
where greater profits from the occupa- 
tion can be reaped. 


One aspect of liquor law violations 


has grown out of hundreds of recipes 
for home manufacture of beer, ale, 
wines, and even distilled liquors, now 
being circulated in all 
parts of 
the 


country. Booklets and printed pamph- 
lets of these recipes have reached rev- 
enue officials from scores of cities. It 
was explained today 
that 
to make 


liquor according to these recipes would 
constitute clear violations of law. Al- 
though it was admitted it would be diffi- 
cult to prevent manufacture in most 
cases. 
Private stills can be acquired legal- 


ly only by registration with revenne 
collector of the district- Manufactur- 
ers of stills are under strict regulation 
of the revenue bureau, being required 
to pay $50 a year license fee for doing 
business, and to pay a specific tax of 
$20 on each still or worm sold. 
In 


addition the manufacturer fs required 
by law to report the name and address 
of purchaser, and the purchaser of 
the still is required to report the pur- 
chase of his still, and the nature of the 
surroundings in 
which it is to be 


placed- 
If a person is detected t in op- 


erating a still, he is liable to pay the 
license fees ordinarily imposed on a 
distiller, in addition to fines and other 
penalties for law violation.

UNITED STATES MERCHANT 


MARINE. 


(Christian Science Monitor.) 


Xo\v that the policy of the United 


States Government with recjtrd to the 
new merchant marine has been out- j 
lined by Edward X. Hurley, chairman j 
of the United States Shipping Board. I 
it becomes clear that he. at least, is { 
opposed to government ownership. 
He j 


recommends that there shall be a grad- i 
ual transition of the government-owned 
fleet to prnate ownership, and ''under 
such conditions as will completely safe- 
guard the interests of the public." This 
somewhat 
general 
statement 
would 


probably meet with general approval, 
but in going into details as to how the 
transition should, take place, some dif- 
ficult problems are encountered. 
For 


example. Mr. Hurley says: "The ships 
should be sold at a price which fairly 
reflects the current world market for 
similar tonnage." This, on the surface, 
seems reasonable and just. But there I 
is the fact that the current markfet for j 
tonnage is extremely high, and priv-ite . 
owners would probably have much dif- 
ficulty in competing with the world's 
tonnage built before the war. 
This is 


influence 
similar to that 
which re- 


strains the renewal of genera! building 
activity. To get a purchaser for the 
government-owned vessels at the pres- 
ent high prices is the task confronting 
the authorities. 
The fact of main in- 


terest, however, is that the government 
is presumably opposed to government 
ownership, and desires that the mer- 
chant marine shall be owned and oper- 
ated by private individuals. 


To make the proposition inviting. Mr. 


Hurley proposes that, is desired, pay- 
ment of only 25 per cent shall be made 
on the purchase, the balance to he car- 
ried over a period of ten years at 5 per 
cent interest. 
This is considered rea- 
sonable enough for shipping ventures. 
In f.ict. it is altogether likely that the 
government would not st:in<l in thej 
way of any reasonable terms that 
might be offered in order to encourage 
th» transition of the vessels to private 
ownership, and to encourage their oper- 
ation in competition with o;h«r fleets 
of the world.
